Police at Jasper, Ala., Believed 
They Had Spencer, 
Wanted Here. 


The uncertainty of an identification 
based solely on a photograph is shown 
by the accompanying portraits of H. E. 
Spencer, accused of furnishing firearms 
and nitroglycerin to Ryan, Vaughn, Ray- 
mond and Blake, the convicts who made 
the outbreak from the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary last November, and a suspect ar- 
rested a few days ago in Jasper, Ala. 

After the gutbreak at the Penitentiary 
the country was flooded with a circular 
offering a reward of $300 for the arrest 
of Spencer. These circulars bore a good 
picture of Spencer, who had formerly 
been a convict in the Jefferson City 
prison. The police at Jasper, Ala., last 
week picked up a man who looked much 
like the picture of Spencer and notified 
the Missouri authorities that they had 
Spencer.

nag ‘would be useless for the purposes for which it is 
_. designed, that is, the elimination of bridge tolls, the 


bringing of railroads into St. Louis and the protec- 
tion of the city from monopoly charges upon and ob- 
stacles to free trade is correct, then he is right in his 
opposition to the bridge bends and the proposition 
should be defeated.
